“World  Conflict  Week”  turns  to 
Vietnam  today. 

William  Heaton,  graduate  as- 
sistant in  political  science,  will 
speak  in  the  Varsity  Theater  at 
noon  on  the  subject,  “Why  Viet- 
nam?” 

Heaton  served  a missi<m  in 
China  and  has  a background  in 
Asian  studies.  His  speech  will  at- 
tempt to  establish  why  there  is  a 
conflict  in  Vietnam. 

GRADUATE  PAPERS 

At  7;  10  p.m.  three  graduate 
papers  will  be  presented  in  A-104 
Jesse  Knight  Bldg.  Each  of  the 
papers  will  delve  in  detail  into  the 
Vietnam  question. 

Graduate  Jim  Jory  will  read 
his  paper.  "Vietnamese  National- 
ism.” W'iliam  Heaton  will  present 
his  study  “A  New  Dimension  in  a 
Political  War”  and  George  Co- 
babe will  discuss  his  research  of 
the  topic  “Establishment  of  a Vi- 
able State.” 


The  three  students  are  enrolled 
in  Political  Science  580,  “Inter- 
national Relations  of  South  East 
Asia.” 

MIDDLE  EAST 
In  Tuesday’s  debate  on  the 
Middle  E^sl  War,  former  FBI 
agent  and  associate  professor  of 
religion  Cleon  Skousen  disagreed 
witli  the  Arabian  view  of  the  Mid- 
east skirmishes,  but  described 
himself  as  “sympathetic”  to  the 
viewpoint. 

The  debate  became  emotional 
at  moments  when  Amer  Salti,  a 
Jordanian  and  graduate  in  politi- 
cal science,  defended  the  Arabian 
position  that  Israel  was  the  ag- 
gressor in  the  past  three  conflicts. 

U.S.  DISASTER 
Salti  believes  the  United  States 
has  suffered  a “disaster”  by  pur- 
suing its  present  policy  of  siding 
with  Israel.  He  explained  Arabs 
are  “the  legitimate  owners”  of 
Palestine,  owning  it  for  over  1600 
years. 

Skousen  felt  the  leadership  of 
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the  Arabian  countries  were  lead- 
ing the  peace-seeking  populace 
into  wars,  which  result  in  terri- 
torial expansion  for  the  Jews.  He 
expressed  hope  that  the  Arabs 
and  Jews  could  become  “good, 
productive  friends.” 

In  an  afternoon  lecture  Dr. 
Bruce  Mayfield,  assistant  profes- 
sor in  Special  Middle  Eastern 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Utah, 
suggested  an  internationalization 
of  Jerusalem  and  the  borders  of 
the  present  truce  lines. 

From  the  Arab's  perspective 
the  Jews  are  in  an  expansion  pro- 
gram to  bring  the  14  million  Jews 
of  the  world  to  their  “homeland,” 
he  said. 

DEFENSE  TREATY 

The  conflict  last  June  1967  was 
a result  of  a defense  treaty  Nas- 
ser signed  with  Syria.  Syria  re- 
quested that  Egypt  ask  the  U.N. 
troops  to  leave  the  borders  and 
Nasser  was  then  forced  to  fill 
the  area  with  Egyptian  troops, 
he  stated.

Together  with  Steve  Glenn  and  Merwin  Fairbanks,  I 
have  just  returned  from  a three  day  conference  of  the 
United  States  National  Student  Association. 

We  lasted  two  days  before  calling  it  quits. 

The  exhibition  was  billed  as  a drug  conference  and 
from  the  letters  we  received  before  it  took  place,  we  figured 
panels  would  discuss  the  present  drug  system  and  from 
this  we  might  propose  a line  of  action  for  different  schools 
to  follow.

Are  you  paying  more  but  enjoy- 
ing it  less?  It  may  help  you  to 
check  with  your  professor  regard- 
ing the  prices  of  texts  before  buy- 
ing them  at  the  BYU  Bookstore. 

On  Feb.  22  I went  to  my  Ani- 
mal Science  340  class  and  learned 
that  our  text  had  finally  come  in. 
It  was  also  noted  that  a price  of 
$8.75  was  marked  by  the  book- 
store in  in  the  book  when  in  real- 
ity the  price  should  have  been 
$6.75.  The  Bookstore  had  been 
notified  of  this  change  on  Feb. 
21. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Feb.  22,  I 
went  to  buy  my  text  and  was 
shocked  to  see  the  price  $8.75  still 
marked  on  the  inside  of  the  cov- 
er. In  order  to  pay  the  correct 
price,  I had  to  get  permission  to 
take  the  book  to  the  information 


desk.  After  much  red  tape  they 
finally  changed  the  price  of  the 
book. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  policy 
of  the  BYU  Bookstore  is  some- 
what misleading.  Had  I not 
known  about  the  price  change  I 
would  have  payed  (rather  given) 
the  bookstore  $2.00. 

It  seems  the  Bookstore  is  quick 
to  charge  the  students  a large 
price  for  certain  texts,  but  slow 
in  checking  whether  or  not  these 
prices  are  the  correct  ones.  It 
seems  also  that  the  student  never 
gets  the  benefit  of  the  doubt. 

As  a fourth  year  student  here, 
I wonder  just  how  many  times  I 
have  donated  hard  earned  money 
to  the  Bookstore  because  of 
either  mistakes  or  overcharging.

“The.se 
I are  mainly  beginning  classes  in 
English,  history,  math  and  chem- 
istry.” 

Tutoring  in  all  areas  is  avail- 
able but  most  students  request 
help  in  math.  Chemistry,  physics, 
accounting  and  English  rank  next 
on  the  subjects  in  demand. 

A telephone  survey  conducted 
in  January  asked  students  tutored 


during  fall  semester  if  they  thought 
it  had  aided  them. 

Out  of  40  students  questioned  37 
felt  that  tutoring  had  been  very 
helpful. 

In  addition  they  found  their 
grades  had  improved.  Thirty-five 
of  these  students  said  the  uut.side 
instruction  was  worth  the  money 
invested.
